Administrator’s Column 


Remove Trust Fund From Federal Budget. For years everyone has recognized that 
the Aviation Users Trust Fund is being “held hostage” to falsely present a smaller federal 
deficit picture. Several past efforts have failed to get the necessary Congressional support 
to remove the fund from the general budget. Rep. James Inhofe (OK) has introduced a 
bill (H.R. 4930) which, if successful, will remove this trust fund from the general budget 
and, thus, would not be subject to the spending limitations set forth in the Gramm-Rudman- 
Hollings deficit reduction law. The trust fund could then be spent for the purposes for 
which it is being collected to fund the Airport Improvement Program (AIP). Rep. Inhofe 
has more than 70 cosponsors for his legislation, so, hopefully, H.R. 4930 will be more successful 
than in the past. The Aviation Users Trust Fund has now reached over $14 billion of which 
only $7.6 billion is obligated. If you have strong feelings about this issue, you should contact 
our Montana Congressional delegation.

FAA Proposes New Aircraft Registration and Pilot Licensing Rules. In response to 
Congressional mandates to combat drug trafficking, the FAA has reacted (or overreacted), 
presenting a recent proposal to place several burdensome changes in pilot and aircraft 
licensing/registration rules. We have responded by objecting to most of their proposed rule 
changes, stating that they will do little, if anything, to accomplish their objectives while 
placing a considerable and unnecessary burden on the general aviation pilot and aircraft 
owner. The FAA proposes to require that a new or used aircraft purchaser must go to an 
FAA office for registration approval and that such registration process be repeated every 
three years; that allowing an aircraft to be flown with the temporary (pink slip) registration 
be eliminated; and that the aircraft owner must present positive photo identification in order 
to register an aircraft. The FAA’s proposal for pilots is to require a new two-part pilot license, 
which would include a pilot photo identification card which must be renewed every three 
years (a passport is good for ten years, and most drivers’ licenses are multiyear); and a 
rating and limitation certificate, which would indicate the pilot’s certificate number, ratings, 
and any limitations. While I strongly support combating all drug trafficking, I feel that 
the FAA is overreacting and reaching beyond Congressional intent by proposing these 
unnecessary, burdensome rules which common sense will clearly predict their ineffectiveness. 
The drug traffickers dealing in billions of dollars certainly are not going to be deterred 
by these rules. Why impose such burdens on the overwhelming majority of honest aircraft 
owners and pilots in an attempt to get to such a minuscule number of pilots flying illegal 
drugs into our country? I could understand and go along with some additional identification 
requirements for pilots who are flying internationally, but to burden the high majority who 
never fly outside of the U.S. is unreasonable.

STRAND RECEIVES FAA AWARD 


At a pilot safety meeting May 15 in 
Kalispell, Mike Strand was presented with 
a Meritorious Achievement Award from the 
Federal Aviation Administration. The award 
was presented by Jim Cooney, an Accident 
Prevention Specialist with the FAA’s Helena 
FSDO office. 

On February 21, 1990, Strand conducted 
an air search for Ron Woltermann, a 
Corporate Air pilot who had lost an engine 
on a flight between Kalispell and Great Falls. 
Woltermann was reported down in the area 
between the Great Bear and Bob Marshall 
Wilderness areas. 

Strand spent several hours that night 
conducting his search over rugged terrain with 
marginal weather conditions and high winds 
in an attempt to locate Woltermann. 

The certificate stated, “This award is given 
in recognition of the courageous rescue 
attempts made by Mike Strand on behalf of 
his downed fellow pilot Ron Woltermann on 
the evening of February 21, 1990? 

Woltermann was rescued, uninjured, early 


the following day after being found five miles 
northwest of the Spotted Bear Airstrip by 
pilot Fred Hasskamp of the Montana 
Aeronautics Division.

DIVISION SPONSORS 
TEACHER WORKSHOPS

Sixty-five Montana school teachers from 
all over the state took part in this year’s 
Aviation/Aerospace Teacher Workshop 
program. 

Teacher workshops for college credit were 
conducted at the University of Montana in 
Missoula with Russ Larson as director; at 
Dawson Community College in Glendive, 
Kristy Bick, director; Eastern Montana 
College at Billings, Carol Frederick, director; 
and Montana State University at Bozeman 
with Paula DeKeyrel as director. 

The college workshops are one of several 
aviation education programs sponsored by 
the Montana Aeronautics Division for the 
purpose of fostering and promoting aviation. 
Each workshop is offered to Montana 
educators who receive college credit upon 
‘successful completion. Workshops have similar 
course content. 

Several speakers are scheduled at each 
workshop and, in addition, local experts in 
various aviation related areas speak. 

Larry Welch, an outstanding educator from 
Washington who was teacher of the year for 
the state of Washington in 1984, demonstrates 
and provides plans and information necessary 
for projects teachers can use in the classroom 
to bring aviation to students in a way that 
can’t help but make learning fun. Georgia 
Franklin, also from the Seattle area, has 
Programs on “space spin-offs; the benefits 
we all receive from the space program. In 
addition, Georgia has a wonderful history 
of aviation in the Northwest, which includes 
considerable Montana aviation history. 

Georgia Franklin was instrumental in 
obtaining the original Boeing Airplane factory 
and the establishment of the Museum of 
Flight at Boeing Field. In addition, Georgia 
speaks to thousands of school students in 
her home state, works actively with the CAP, 
and has testified before the U.S. Congress 
on behalf of NASA. 

Minot Parker, traveling lecturer for NASA 
Ames Research Center, presents a variety of 


programs for participants. Teachers wishing 
to be certified to borrow actual lunar 
specimens for their schools receive “moon 
rock certification” during the workshop. 


Noel Bullock, U.S. Air Force/CAP Director 
of Aerospace Education for the Rocky 
Mountain Region, Lowry AFB, Colorado, 
presents a “history of aviation” program, 
Through slides and lecture, Mr. Bullock takes 
teachers through the early history of flight 
up through the World War I era. Dr. Edward 
Dahy, Naval Education specialist for 
Montana, provides an insight into naval 
aviation. 


Mr. Dahy is soon retiring, and we will miss 
his programs. We wish Ed a long and happy 
retirement. 


Information about the Montana 
Aeronautics Division and its programs is 
provided by Fred Hasskamp. Fred also talks 
about the safety of flight and about aviation 
in Montana and its importance to the state’s 
economy. Workshop directors bring in other 
speakers, such as FBOs, flight instructors, 
FAA personnel, National Weather Service 
personnel, flight attendants, airline pilots, and 
others who are in some way involved in the 
aviation industry. 


Orientation flights are a part of each 
workshop and something that is really looked 
forward to by participating teachers. For many 
this is a first flight experience in light aircraft. 
Over the years many teachers who were 
introduced to aviation through these 
workshops have gone on and learned to fly 
themselves. For others it has taken away any 
fears of flying, not only in light aircraft but 
many have overcome apprehensions about 
airline travel. 


For the teachers, the workshops 
demonstrate a way to stimulate an interest 
in learning and provide an increased awareness 
and a wealth of ideas, information, and visual 
aids. For the youth of Montana, they provide 
a knowledge of aviation and aerospace and 
related career opportunities to stimulate a 
desire to learn more about the world of 
aviation and aerospace.

AOM BOARD MEETS 
IN HELENA 


The Board of the Aviation Organizations 
of Montana (AOM) met in Helena on June 
29. The Board is made up of a representative 
from each of the aviation organizations in 
Montana. Steve Vold, representing MATA, 
serves as chairman of the group. 

Principal items of discussion included 
budgeting AOM funds, determining public 
relations projects to be undertaken on behalf 
of Montana aviation, and legislation for the 
proposed Department of Transportation. 

Ralph Klawitter, who represents CAP, 
Marilyn Lewis, representing MFF, and Dave 
Gates, MPA, were appointed to a Budget 
Committee to develop a budget for handling 
funds received from the Montana Aviation 
Conference. They plan to have a report ready 
for the next AOM Board meeting. 

A draft of suggested publicity/public 
relations projects was submitted by Monte 
Eliason, MAMA representative, and Tina 
Pomeroy, 99s. These included organizing an 
aviation speakers bureau, increasing public 
exposure through press releases in the local 
media, working with key legislators, and 
increasing AOM exposure and understanding 
through aviation organizations and at 
aviation events. More firm details for 
implementation of the projects will be drafted 
and discussed at the next meeting. 

The Board also discussed a proposal to 
hire a consultant to represent aviation’s 
interests during the process of drafting the 
legislation for the proposed state Department 
of Transportation. 

The group felt that it is vitally important 
that aviation be adequately represented in 
the final draft of the legislation. 

Accordingly, the AOM Board decided to 
hire Keith Colbo to represent aviation in the 
drafting of DOT legislation to ensure that 
the positions already agreed upon by the 
aviation groups be included in the final draft 
legislation. Mr. Colbo has considerable 
experience in state government. His most 
recent position was director of the 
Department of Commerce. He recently 
retired from state service and now owns a 
consulting firm specializing in government 
relations, business consulting, and 


international trade, 

Dave Gates, MPA representative on the 
AOM Board, serves as the Legislative 
Committee chairman for the group and will 
work with Colbo on this project. Even 
though a consultant was hired, the AOM 
group emphasized that they intend to remain 
actively involved, both as individuals and 
as a group, in the legislative process. 

The next meeting of the AOM Board will 
be held August 24 in Billings. The public 
is always welcome to attend AOM meetings.

YEAR-TO-DATE ACCIDENTS DOWN 


The year-to-date general aviation accident 
rate continues to improve compared to 1989. 
According to the AOPA Air Safety 
Foundation, the number of fixed-wing 
general aviation aircraft accidents has 
dropped seven percent through mid-May and 
hours flown in piston-driven aircraft have 
remained stable. 

Foundation President Donald D. Engen 
noted that accident numbers had decreased 
13 percent in the first quarter of this year 
only to be offset by a slight increase in April 
and early May. 


2,000 copies of this public document were 
published at an estimated cost of $.42 
per copy for a total cost of $837, which 
includes $632 for printing and $205 for 
distribution. 
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
